In addition 
to representatives of most of 
the county new spapers being 
present, the audience con­ 
siste d of r e p r e s e n ta t iv e s 
from the D allas new spapers 
and television stations, three 
of the county’s justices of the

As has happened before, 
the court did nothing. 
Speaking for 
the 
court. 
Judge P roctor said the audit 
m atter would be taken under 
advisem ent and that it would 
be discussed at 2:30 p m the 
sa m e day. 
“ I have to leave here at ll 
o ’clock and 1 11 be back this 
afternoon," P roctor had told 
the audience earlier “ I will 
not be running aw ay from 
my responsibilities. T here s 
people here who know w here 
I have to be.’’ 


Illegal M eeting Charged 


However, when the 2:30 
p .m . 
m e e tin g 
w a s 
a n ­ 
n o u n c e d , 
C h a rle s 
Cook, 
m a n a g in g 
e d ito r 
ot 
the 
McKinney Courier-Gazette, 
informed the court that he 
thought the cu rren t m eeting 
w as 
b eing 
c o n d u c te d 
illegally 
- 
despite 
Judge 
P roctor's earlier assurances 
the m eeting w as legal. 
R eferring to a section of 
the recently-enacted 
state 
Open Meetings Law, Cook 
told the court that notice of a 
regular 
meeting 
m ust be 
posted by at least 72 hours 
prior to the m eeting. Cook 
revealed that upon checking 
th e co u n ty c l e r k ’s 
tim e 
stam p on the m eeting notice, 
he found that notification 
had been filed and posted 


m ore than nine hours after 
the deadline 
“ Since I’m the person who 
has filed on you for violating 
the Open Meetings I^aw," 
Cook told the court. “ I w an t 
to give notice here and now 
that I consider this m eeting 
illegal, also." 
After several m om ents of 
g e n e ra l co n fu sio n , J u d g e 
Proctor asked county 
a t ­ 
torney 
Rowland 
Boyd 
to 
check and see if Cook w as 
correct in his allegation. 
In the m eantim e, P roctor 
attem pted to continue the 
m e e tin g , but his e ffo rts 
proved fruitless, as som e 
c o m m is s io n e r s 
in d ic a te d 
there w as no need to conduct 
any further business until it 
c o u ld 
be 
d e te r m in e d 
w hether or not the m eeting 
was legal. 
Referring 
to 
the 
Open 
Meetings Law, P roctor then 


g r u m b l e d ,“ I ’v e been told 
that if two com m issoners are 
in this office, I c a n ’t even 
com e in here and drink a cup 
of coffee. 
“ I guess if m y c a r breaks 
down out on the highway and 
a c a r com es along and it’s 
got two of the com m issioners 
in it, they c a n ’t even pick me 
u p,’’ he added. 
After a brief interlude of 
grum bling

from various com m issioners 
and onlookers, Cook again 
took the floor and addressed 
Proctor,

RHA requested approval 
of the fees last May, and 
when the council did not act 
felt that the association had 
complied with the restric­ 
tions simply by bringing the 
m atte r up for consideration.

problem ; 
(3) postpone die 
decision and have a w ork 
se s sio n 
w'ith

(4) 
reaffirm 
the previous position that the 
city will not review' the fees; 
and (5) comply and approve 
the assessm ents 
M ayor N orm an W hitsett 
said he felt the council w as 
being used as a ‘pawn in the 
q u e stio n of w h e th e r 
the 
greenbelts are m aintained 
or not. The contract is with 
them selves, he noted, and

courts for guidance on the 
role the city is to play. 
City Attorney Bill R oberts

‘Big" Corporate Increase 


M i l l i o n -Dollar Business Rise 5 Percent 


The number of millioi- 
dollar corporations based in 
D allas-F ort 
W orth: 
The 
Southwest M extrplex in­ 
creased almost five percent 
during 1973, according to the 
1974 
Dun 
& 
B rad stre et 
Million D ollar D irectory, 
which 
has 
just 
been 
distributed. 
According to the latest 
date, the 11-county South­ 
west 
M etroplex 
is 
the 
headquarters for 963 cor­ 
porations with net worth of 
one million dollars or more, 
Richard D. Jones, executive 
director of the North Texas 
Com m ission, 
announced 
Wednesday. 
The latest figure compares 
with 
919 
m illion-dollar 
corporations in the South­ 
west Metroplex as of the end 
of J972, Jones said. 
“ The 8 ,360-square-m ile 
Dallas-Fort Worth Standard 
M etropolitan 
Statistical 
Area has the third largest 
number of headquarters tor 
million-dollar companies in 
the United States, ranking 
behind 
New 
^ ork 
and 
Chicago,” Jones explained. 
“ The net gain of 44 million- 
dollar corporations during 
1973 represents a 4.8 percent 
increase over the number 
listed in 
the 
1973 
D&B 
directory total,' Jones said. 
The Southwest Metroplex 
had registered a gain of only 
eight m illion-dollar co m ­ 
panies during 1973, he added. 
The D&B directory showed 
that the city of Fort Worth 
gained 
22 
m illion-dollar 


com panies 
during 
1973, 
while there were 27 new 
million-dollar companies in 
Tarrant County. The city of 
D allas gained five 
new 
million-dollar 
companies,
